Navy Slashes 
Point Score —

WASHINGTON, Oct, 16.—(7)— 


The Navy tonight announced re-|- 


ductions in point scores for the’ 

part of its personnel, in-| 
tended to release one-third of its) 
war-end strength by the first of 


January. 

With further cuts predicted in 
December and January, the score 
for enlisted men will be reduced 
from 44 to 41 points, effective 
Nov. 1. 

On the same date male officers 
will be cut from 49 to 46 points, 
WAVE officers from 39 to 32 and 
WAVE enlisted personnel from 29 
to 26. 

In other classes the further pre- 
dicted cuts are: For male officers 
other than doctors, to 44 points 
on . 1 and to 43 points on 
Jan. 1. 

For enlisted male personnel, to 
39 points on Dec. 1 and to 38 
points on Jan. 1. For WAVE of- 
ficers, to 30 points on Dec. 1 and 
29 points on Jan. 1. For enlisted 
WAVES, to 24 points on Dec. 1 
and 23 points on Jan. 1. 

The Navy also announced that 
all married commissioned Navy 
nurses, both regular and reserve, 
are being released from service.

Other bank officials could not 
believe the “gambling angle” of 
the treasurer’s story. He seldom 
left the bank, they“said, even for 
coffee—which he brewed himself 
in the basement. 

“He didn’t have time 
the bookies,” one said. 

U. S. District Attorney Harry 
C. Blanton prepared a complaint 
charging Stuckenberg with embez- 
zling $279,000 and recommended 
bail be set at $15,000. The charge 
carries a maximum of a $5,000 
fine and five years in prison.

Eisenhower reported that the de- 
nazification of Germany continued 
unabated and that the removal of 
active Nazis from positions of in- 
fluence in public and private life 
had passed: its peak. 

He said that 18,300 active Nazis 
were arrested during August, 
bringing the total number arrest- 
ed in the VU. S. zone to 66,500. 
Denazification of banks in the U. 
S. zone was virtually completed 
with the removal of some 3,000 
Nazis. This program was high- 
lighted by the taking over of LI. 
G,. Farbenindustrie and the arrest 
of 100 businessmen in Bavaria.

State’s Pardon Board 
Paroles Joseph Jacobs 


Joseph Jacobs, Atlanta attorney, who has served eight months of 
a@ one-year sentence on charges of receiving stolen goods, was granted 


parole late yesterday by the State 
This was the climax of a two-; 


month effort by Jacobs, who be-| 


came eligible for parole in July, 
1945, and scores of friends and as- 
sociates to obtain his release from 
a Fulton county public works camp. 

Jacobs, who had established a 
national reputation as an attorney 
for organized labor, also operated 
a jewelry repair shop. He was 
convicted of receiving articles of 
jewelry allegedly stolen after sev- 
eral articles were found in his 
establishment. 

His first application for parole 
was denied by the board Aug. 20, 
1945. 

In a statement, accompanying 
the order for the parole, members 
of the board—who are Chairman 
Edward B. Everett, Grover C. 
Byars and Mrs. Helen Williams 
Coxon—said: 

“In granting the parole at this 
time, the board wishes to restate 
its previous finding that the pris- 
oner was convicted in accordance 
with the law and the verdict was 
affirmed by the higher courts and 
so far as can be ascertained, Ja- 
cobs was denied none of his con- 
stitutional rights. 

NO GROUNDS 

“Also, nothing has been shown 
this board, to date, which would 
authorize the issuance of a pardon 
on the grounds of non-guilt.” 

Among those who petitioned the 
board to reconsider its August de- 
nial of Jacobs’ parole application 
were J. S. Martin, vice president 
and southern regional director of 
the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union (AFL); Carmen 
Lucia, southern representative of 
the Hat, Cap and Millinery Work- 
ers’ Union (AFL); Frank McCal- 
lister, labor member of the Fourth 
Regional War Labor Board; George 
L. Googe, southern represenfative 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, and E. L. Abercrombie, south- 
ern representative of the Laundry 
Workers’ International. Union 
(AFL). 

In an open letter to the board, 
which was printed in The Con- 


| stitution, these men deplored the 


parole denial. They pointed out 
that the board, in a statement is- 
sued at the time, made no “refer- 
ence to the fact that 10 out of 
12 jurors who votéd to convict 
Jacobs signed a statement to the 
trial judge petitioning for a new 
trial and stating that there had 
been ‘reasonable doubt’ in their 
minds as to his guilt at the time 
of conviction.” 

At the hearfng on the parole 
application, the group wrote, “we 
understand Mayor Hartsfield in- 
formed the board he knew per- 
sonally that politics and pressure 
were involved in Mr. Jacobs’ in- 
dictment and prosecution.” They 
added that the board also failed 
to note “that the triel judge

“2. Because of the comparative- 
ly short sentence of 12 months im- 
posed; 

“3. Because the prisoner should 
be held more accountable due to 
his intelligence and experience 
as a practicing attorney.”

BLAME BIRDS 
Pneumonia 


Spread Laid 
To Pigeons? 


The pigeon population of At- 
lanta, Fulton ceunty and Georgia 


ié suspected of spreading a form 
of virus pneumonia akin to par- 
rot fever. No concrete proof is at 


hand. 
This was the verdict of Dr. 


James F. Hackney, city health di- 
rector, and Dr. T. F. Sellers, in 
charge of the laboratory for the 
state health department, who de- 
clare there is little evidence to 
base a reasonable suspicion against 
the birds. 

While Philadelphia and Chicago 
wage a war of words ower charges 
that pigeon flocks carry virus 
pneumonia, Atlantans and Geor- 
gians proceed blandly about their 
business and have few if any wor- 
ries from that source. 


Pigeon fanciers in the east and 
midwest are girding themselves to 
defend their pets, while laboratory 
experts argue the birds are dis- 
ease carriers. 

There have been threats in both 
Chicago and Philadelphia to. ex- 
terminate the pigeons. Some irate 
Atlantans demand that they be 
curbed here, but thus far no local 
action has been made. Dr. Hack- 
ney says none of the local birds 
have been examined as carriers, 
so far as he knows, and Dr. Sell- 
ers avers the state department is 
not equipped to make the tedious 
and expensive experiments neces- 
sary to pin the disease on pigeons. 

The experts warn also that the 
varying degrees*of virus pneumo- 
nia are tricky, hard to pin down 
and much too complicated for lay- 
men to determine. They all are re- 
lated, but merely as distant cou- 
sins, and the doctors don’t really

The Southern Natural 
Company has cancelled its plans 
to purchase the Atlanta Gas 
Light Company. 

Notification of the cancellation 
was handed yesterday to the 
Georgia Public Service Commis- 


sion by C, T. Chenery, senior of- 
ficer of the Southern Natural 
Gas Company and president of its 
parent organization, the Federal 
Water and Power Corporation. 

This action followed two days 
of discussion of the proposed sale 
between Chenery and members 
of the commission, Commission 
Chairman Walter R. McDonald 
said. The Public Service Com- 
iselien recently announced that 
it would intervene before the 
federal Securities and Exchange 
Commission in opposition to the 
slated transaction. 

Chenery said the decision to 
cancel the purchase plans had 
been reached with the complete 
accord of George Devendorf, 
president of the Consolidated 
Electric:and Gas Company, which 
controls the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company. He said he discussed 

‘matter with Devendorf before 


Gas‘ 


informing the commission of the’ 
decision. 

“We wanted to make this trans- 
action,” he said, “but we do not 
want to consummate the sale if 
there is opposition to it in Geor- 
gia.”

When Lord Cherwell said it 
was foolish to talk about sharing 
the secret of the bomb because its 
principles were so well known to 
scientists, Lord Strabolgi asked: 

“Then what did President Tru- 
man mean when he said it was 
American policy not to share the 
secret.” 

THE “KNOW HOW” 

The President meant the “know 
how,” Lord Cherwell said, and he 
compared the bomb to ¢he air- 
plane. All engineers knew the 
principle of flight, but it took ex- 
pert designers and instructors to 
make planes fly. 


“One cannot speak of sharing | 


this secret unless one means tak- 
ing the plants to other countries 
along with the hundreds of scien- 
tists and thousands of engineers 
who developed it,” Lord Cherwell 
said. 

There are real dangers involved 
in exploiting the forces of na- 
ture, he continued, especially since 
enormous improvements may be 
made soon. 

“There is no fear of the world 
blowing up,” Lord Cherwell said, 
“but civilization as we know it 
may be destroyed.”

Comes Back Home

at Camp \Amirabad, on<the outskirts of Teheran, 
4 Ikek&...

Her story is one which démonstrates once mofe that truth is 
stranger than fiction. ‘e | 

For a number of years before the war her Polish-born father and 
mother had toiled and slaved on a small truck farm outside Savan- 
nah (Ga.) and managed to keep going also a window cleaning 
business. 

There was 15 years of this. Then Demetry Kinach sold out and 
moved to Greenville, S. C. After five years of that ... Anna recalls 
—she fieard ier father saying many times he wanted to go back to 
Poland {to live gut the rest of his,years. He had a little money saved 
to gét him started and keep him going. 

The 10-year-old Anna heard that and remembered it. 

In 1928 they moved back to Poland ... and a small farm in °- 
eastern Poland. 

But history was in the making and Adolf Hitler was making 
hysterical speeches about Poland, 

, There were just 10 fearful years and Anna, 20 years old, had 
~ lived through the, terror of Poland’s defeat, and come face to face 
with the fact that*Russia and Germany had signed a peace pact. 


Other-events happened swiftly. 


Russia Gemanded—and got—a slice of Poland—eastern Poland. 
On that slice was te small Kinach home. 


The Russians moved out the population. No one knew why, ex- 
cept the Russians. They were preparing a corridor there for the 
war with Germany they knew was in the future. 


The Poles went to Siberia. There they all lived in barracks and 
worked. Anna Kinach worked in a glass factory. She worked for 
twp years in the forests, cutting timber. When I tell you she is a 
small girl you will understand what that meant. 

I recall shé held out her hands They still were hard and cal- 
loused from that work. - 

“I have done work you would not believe,” she said, simply. 


And I believed her. 

They Were hard years. The Poles, hating the 
Weary Years Russians who kept them there at hard labor, 
managed in 1942, when Germany was an enemy of Russia, to be 
transferred. 

Anna and her mother reached Teheran, Iran, in company with 
a large number of refugees. Her passport long had been lost. Her 
father had died of exposure and hard work. 

But, on reaching Teheran she went promptly to the American 
ambassador and said, in Polish, that she was an American citizen. 
She had left America at the age of 10... but always she had 
thought it a mistake. There was an uncle in Memphis, Tenn. There 
was a Capt. Herman Eastham at Teheran from Memphis. He wrote 
his wife. After long months of waiting the certificate came. Her 
citizenship was established. 

Everyone liked this young Polish girl. They called her “Georgia.” 
~’ She went to work in the officers’ mess as a waitress. Her person- 
ality and intelligence soon made it possible for her to become a sort 
of hostess or headwaitress in charge of the others. 

._ In her off hours she worked for the Red Cross, without charge, 
learning to type and do office work. She read. She learned to speak 
good English. ! 

Her job paid for her room and board and 1,600 rials per month. 
A rial is worth about three certs. A pair of poor shoes cost 600 rials 
in Teheran. 

She, being a citizen, could have got a visa at any time to go 
home. But she would not leave her mother. 

“You can send for her,” they used to argue. 

“No,” she would say. And that ended it.

Gen. De\ Gaulle, head of the French provisional government, 
must have been guided by considerations of expediency in re 
fusing a revgew of Laval’s sentence. The former French premier’s 
crimes wer@ so flagrant and violent there could be no question 


=f of his guil 


And so Gen. De Gaulle probably reasoned that the most ex- 
pedient thing to do under the circumstances was to let the sentence 
stand without going through the fanfare of another trial. It was 
inevitable that he would be condemned and executed in the end. 


For Laval had come to be recognized as the 
epitome of the Quislings, that group of traitors 
the Nazis during the period of German ascen- 
dency in Europe. More than Quisling himself, he was the chief 
collaborationist in all Europe. 


Most of the sins of the aged Marshal Petain may be attributed 
to the evil influence of Laval’s cunning. He played the Nazi game 
to the extent of throwing obstacles in the path of the Allies at 
every turn. , 


An opportunist of the worst sort, he gambled on the Germans 
winning the war. For four years he sat as the dictator of France, 
functioning as Hitler’s despised henchman. The death decrees of 
thousands of Frenchmen were signed under his direction. Other 
hundreds of thousands of his countrymen were deported to Ger- 
many as slave labor under his consent and guidance. 


When American and British forces landed in North Africa 
as the prelude to the liberation of France, he ordered French 
Colonial troops to fire on us and defend the colonies against 
the invasion. 


Later, also, he permitted the French et to be destroyed at 
Toulon rather than have it delivered into the hands of the Allies, 
as France was pledged to do under the terms of its agr nt 
with the British. ) 


His record as a traitor to his country is about as miserable as 
can be found in the entire history of France. Now fate has finally 
caught up with him, just as it did with the blustering, clowning 
Mussolini—with Hitler and Tojo and the rest of the sorry lot. 


The world will not pity his passing. It can only condemn the 
sérdid method of his trial. French justice would.have been served 
far better had he been accorded the orderly processes of the law.

“Football is a fairly simple thing. You rig 
your attack to stop a runner or you rig your attack to stop a 
plungec, Davis is the runner: Blanchard is the plunger and they 
are both superlative. What is a coach to do in a situatidn like 
this? I'll tell the world what I did. I set up a defense against 
Blanchard—but how was I to know it wouldn’t be Davis?

few tons, and yet they caught 125 tons in one haul. The 

story quotes veteran fishermen in and around Norfolk as 
declaring that the catch of these young chaps from Essex 
county breaks all records that they ever heard about. And 

J. D. Armory, of Hampton, Va., proprietor of one of the 

largest wholesale fish houses on the Atlantic coast, says that 

it is in all probability a world’s record. | 

“In his research on the story, Moore got a consensus of opinion 
from experienced fishermen that bad weather must have driven 
this unprecedented school of fish into the river. Others thought 
that they might have come into the river to spawn. It is stated that 
after the word got out that Evans and Cryden had caught 250,000 
pounds of croakers on this one haul, the fishermen from\near and 
far crowded into the river, and without exception they each made 
big hauls, but nothing approaching Evans and Cryden’s. \_ 

“And the story ends with the statement that the very day that 
these youngsters made this record haul there was a general scarcity 
of fish.

WASHINGTON—There’s some- 
thing unfair about the set-up for 
disabled men who get training or 
education undér the veterans’ vo- 
cational rehabilitation program— 
Public 16. It has to do with the 
money paid to an ex-service man 
while training. 

I think the point I have in mind 
should be explained to you who 
possibly are a disabled veteran, 
because it’s to your interest to 
know. 

Suppose we consider two dis- 
abled ex-service men, Frank and 
Joe. Both have the same kind of 
disability. Both are rated as 60 
per cent disabled and draw $69 a 
month disability pension. 

Frank wants education or train- 
Ing. And he needs it, because he’s 
held by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion to be in need of vocational

But goe is declared by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration not to be in 
need of vocational training. Let's 
say hé was a young practicing law- 
yer and he can still go on with 
that profession. Thus, he isn’t 
eligible for education or training 
under Public 16. Therefore, he 
— no choice to make, as Frank

Yet he’s eligible for some train- 
ing under the GI Bill. So he de- 
cides to take some. What will he 
get while training? 


He will still get his full pension 
of $69 AND he will get $50 a 
month while training under the 
GI Bill. Total $119 a month! 

Frank, who was eligible under 
both Public 16 and the GI Bill can 
get only $92 a month, whichever 
he takes. 


But Joe, eligible under | 


only the GI Bill, can draw $119. 


a month, 


Why is this? It’s because, if 
you apply for vocational rehabili- 
tation and are held to be in need 
of it, you're eligible for training 
under either Publi¢ 16 or the GI 
Bill and you can get, at most, only 
$92 a month, regardless of which 
law you choose. 

But if you're disabled, but do 
not apply for vocational rehabili- 
tation, you're eligible for training 
or education under the GI Bill 
only. The GI Bill education 
scheme pays $50 a month. So you 
get that $50 and you still keep 
your pension, If the pension hap- 
pens to bé a substantial one, like 
Joe's $69 mentioned above, you'll 
draw more while training than an- 
other fellow training under Pub- 
lic 16,

BEACH FAIR TARGET 


Beaches are awful when they | 


are being subjected to any kind of 
fire, because they are always 
crowded with men and equipment 
coming off the ships, and the ene- 
my can throw a shell almost any- 
where in the area and be sure of 

a hit. Strafing planes are 
the biggest terror, and the Ger- 
mans always seemed to scrape up 
a sizable number to make beach- 
heads unpleasant. 

The best invasion I ever attend- 
ed was that of southern France. 
Part of the easiness I felt was the 
result of being with my old divi- 
sion, and even though nobody 
knew whether or not the beach- 
head was going to be tough, the 
boys were so accustomed to in- 
vasions that they didn’t spend 
their time sweating it out on ship- 
board. We spent most of our 
time gambling. and chewing the 
fat. 


The invasion came off much 
better than we had expected, with 
only one division—the one which 
had been hurt so terribly at Sa- 
lerno—meeting redily tough re- 
sistance. The aerial and naval 
support was far greater than any 
of the divisions had ever had be- 
fore. Everything went off ac- 
cording to schedule. 


NO EASY WAR 


Even though that campaign was 
a very fast one for the first few 


weeks, it was not an easy war. 
The guys were tired from con- 
stant marching and they were. 
running into stubborn resistance | 
in spots, but it was a tremendous 
change from Italy that their mo- 
rale was a little better. They had 
expected a tough beachhéad, and 
even tougher mountain fighting. 
They were very much relieved to 
find that they could push ahead. 


The Maquis and FFI helped a 
lot, particularly in the mountains. 
By actually pitching in and help- 
ing to chase the krauts out, the 
French saved many of their towns 
from destruction. The French 
were honestly and sincerely glad 
to see the Americans come, and

the farther north we worked, the 
more hospitable the people be- 
came. I had a feeling that we 
were regarded truly as liberators, 
and not as walking breadbaskets. 


It was a far cry from Italy. 


FRENCH HATE BOCHE | 

I didn’t really believe atrocity | 
stories until I had been in France | 
awhile. No actor on earth could | 
have imitated the thorough con-| 
tempt and disgust and hatred that | 
was on the face of every French | 
child who watched German pris: | 
oners march by. And it was aw- 
ful to see the grief and horror of | 
the bereaved as they forced the} 
Germans to dig up the bodies of | 
their victims and carry them away 
for decent burial. You never 
heard the word “Nazi.” The word 
was “Boche” and it was spat out, 
not as a name but as an epithet. 

In Grenoble, a few miles from 
the Swiss border, I ran into the 
five soldiers with whom I had 
shared the difficulties of publish- 
ing the 45th Division News, all 
over the Mediterranean theater, 
before I went to Stars and Stripes. 

Every place the 45th Division 
News went, screwy things happen- 
ed and I felt right at home again. 
We set up our editorial headquar- 
ters at Grenoble directly across

“Try to say sumpin’ funny, Joe.” 
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press. I berrowed their forms, 
cut out a few items which were 
of interest only to men of the 45th 
Division, added several BBC bul- 
letins and finally gave the stuff 
to the pressmen. They showed me 
that I still had one blank page, so 
I had the cartoon blown up to 
‘full-page size. I’m still trying to 
convince a lot of people that this 
was the only reason I gave myself 
a full page. 

I told the printer to make 20,000 


copies of the paper for me and 
was told that the bill for that 
many copies would be fifty dol- 
lars. I promised payment as soon 
as the mobile unit arrived. But I 
kept my fingers crossed, for I was 
beginning to have doubts about 
the legality of the whole business. 
It just didn’t seem right for a car- 
toonist without any authority to 
proclaim himself editor and pub- 
lisher of one of the largest and 
most respected Army newspapers 


and it was probably wrong to 
promise payment in government 
money for such a wildcat project. 
AWKWARD SITUATION 

Next morning I loaded the 20,- 
000 papers into my jeep and 
started the long and tortuous ride 
down the winding roads which 
led out of the Alps. I was head- 
ing back to Corps Headquarters, 
a hundreds miles away. 

The men at Corps received me 
very well and they distributed the 


papers to the divisions within a 
few hours. But when I timidly 
mentioned the matter of fifty 
bucks which I had to raise some 
place, they weren’t so enthusiastic. 
Why shouldn’t Stars and Stripes 
pay for its own newspaper? Oh, 
you published it without any au- 
thority? Well, that’s a little mat- 
ter, between you and Stars and 
Stripes. 

‘ I started back for Grenoble but, 
less than halfway there, I was 
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overtaken by a wild-looking crew 


on a weapons carrier. God save 
them if it wasn’t the entire Stars 


and Stripes staff—everybody in 
the organization from editors to 
linotypers and a few officers. 
Silently I handed over the bill for 
fifty bucks. I guess they eventu- 
ally paid it. 

When we got back to Grenoble,

Stars and Stripes began legitimate 
publication and, for the first time 
in its long history, sent the paper 
back to front-line infantry troops, 
for most of the regimental columns 
were strung out for a hundred 
miles along the narrow road. lead- 
ing into Grenoble.
